3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Consider claim 1, the best prior art of record found during the examination of the 
present application, Kennedy et al. (US Patent 5125105) in view of Tanaka et al. (US 
Patent 5870666), Ichikawa (US Patent 4903328) and Moers (US Patent 6957053) 

fails to specifically disclose, teach, or suggest "when the signal strength of the FM signal 
is greater than the FM threshold, checking whether the FM signal is in the AFC window, 
and incrementing a count when the FM signal is in the AFC window; repeating the 
testing step a predetermined number of times", these teachings clearly differ from the 
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claimed invention; therefore, claims 1 , 2 and 4-7 of the present application are 
considered novel and non-obvious over the prior art and, consequently, are allowed.
